Fo rta s fo r Chief Justice 


President Johnson’s nomination of Justice Abe 
Fortas to lie Chief Justice of the United States is sure 
to create one of the greatest controversies in the his­ 
tory of the court. 
The argument will lie two-pixinged. First, despite 
the fact that he has lieen on the high bench for nearly 
three years, Fortas still is regarded as the personal 
confident of the President. Also, his reputation in the 
law was made as a government counsel and, since en­ 
tering private practice, as a counsel to those doing 
business with the government. 
rIYic discussion also will tie political. Conservatives 
of both major jiarties objected as soon as Chief Jus­ 
tice Earl W arrens’ resignation was announced and 
tiefoi-e his successor was made known. The objection 
was raised that W arren was bowing out at this time 
to prevent a successor, possibly Republican Richard 
M. Nixon, from apjiointing a new Chief Justice. 
As Gov. Ronald Reagan of California put it, “ W ar­ 
ren had no right to choose which President he thinks 
should dominate tlie Supreme Court for the next 20 
years.” He was referring to the import that Warren 
ivsigned at this particular time mainly so that John­ 
son could name his successor. 
By naming Fortas, Johnson confirmed the worst 
fears of the conservatives, for Fortas preserves the lib­ 
eral tinge of the high court as established under War- 
ren. 
Coming so late in the 90th Congress, and with 
the national jiolitical conventions weeks away, the 
Senate may find it inconvenient to move to confirm 
now. They may wait liefore taking such a serious 
step as to jiass on the head of the judicial system. 


\\ ho leso me Mea t Act 


The wholesome meat act, passed last December by 
Congress, was designed to upgrade to Federal stan­ 
dards meat procesed for in tersta te distribution. These 
meats accounted for 15 per cent of all the meat slaugh­ 
t e r ! and 25 per cent of the processed meat in the 
country. 
The first comprehensive re|>ort on the act of offi­ 
cials of the Department of Agriculture indicates that 
the law was very much needed 
Forty to fifty plants throughout the country have 
closed. 
Four were closed under the emergency sec­ 
tion permitting shutdowns if a plant was found to b e 
endangering the public health. Two closed voluntarily 
after they were told to clean up or close down. They 
elected to close because they did not meet federal 
standaixls for cleanliness and the production of whole­ 
some meat without large expenditures of money. 
The law is designed to bring under Federal stan­ 
dards 15,000 plants that have been subject only to 
state and local laws. 
Matching federal grants are 
authorized to set up inspection systems for interstate 
plants equal to federal standards. So state has indi­ 
cated it will accept federal regulation. 
Rather, the 
states are revising laws and regulations of their own 
as a means of gaining federal approval— and grants. 
If a state fails to act, the Federal Government will 
step in and impose federal inspection. 
This is one of the more needed laws of recent years. 
Rep. Neal Smith, Iowa Democrat, said meat proces­ 
so r in some states had adulterated luncheon meats, 
hamburger and sausage with up to 35 per cent water, 
flour, chopped hides and inferior material, defraud­ 
ing consum er of millions of dollar. 
Farm er last 
markets for tons of meat. 
As federal standards are introduced, these dan­ 
gerous practices should cease and all meat sold con­ 
sum er should meet the standards of cleanliness and 
wholesomeness.

WASHINGTON — Perhaps 
the 
most 
significant 
fact 
which is reflected in virtually 
all the public - opinion polls 
that

Republican or the Democratic 
party as such. Wherever more 
than 51 per cent is attained 
by any presidential aspirant 
in a poll, it is usually with 
the aid of a huge segment 
of what now is being called 
the “ independent” vote. 
What this means, in effect, 
is that a large number of 
voters do not consider them 
selves 
regular 
members 
of 
ar\v party, but indicate only 
their 
preferences 
for 
in­ 
dividual 
candidates 
or 
for 
groups who favor a specific 
position on a public question. 
Tlte 
day 
of 
the 
party 
“ regular" is passing. 
The latest Gallup Poll, for 
instance, asks this question- 
“ In politics, as of today, do 
you 
consider 
yourself 
a 
Republican, 
Democrat 
or 
Independent?” Twenty - seven 
per cent classed themselves 
as Independents. 
Only once since 
1940 has 
either party gotten more than 
50 per cent in this poll. That 
was 
in 
1964, 
when 
the 
Democrats were given 53 per 
cent. Again and again, a bloc 
of independent votes has been 
required for either party to 
get a majority. 
These weaknesses in party 
strength 
as 
such 
are 
not 
explained by any of the polls. 
The 
voters 
today 
seem 
naturally inclined to pick a 
candidate. 
rather 
than 
a 
party, though there is in both 
the 
D e m o c r a t i c 
and 
Republican 
parties 
a 
sub 
stantial 
segment 
of 
what 
might be called “ regulars.* 


But it is apparent that na­ 
tional elections are not being 
decided or likely to be by 
those who have traditionally 
adhered to a particular ticket. 
Perhaps the 
main 
reason 
for this lack of continuous al­ 
legiance is the vagueness as 
well 
as 
the 
fluctuations of 
party policies, whether on the 
federal, state or local level. 
It is much harder today to 
define a 
Republican 
for a 
Democrat than it was a few 
decades 
ago. 
Personalities 
and 
specific 
issue,, 
rather 
than 
parties, 
are 
likely 
to 
mobilize the voters so as to 
constitute a majority. 


Take, 
for 
instance, 
the 
Vietnam war. Those who are 
opposed to it do not come 
from any one party. Yet, in 
many cases, the war is the 
d o m i n a t i ng influence in­ 
forming 
the 
decision 
as to 
how the ballots of the mother 
and father of boys of draft 
age will be cast. Likewise, the 
people who feel that govern­ 
mental authorities have been 
weak - kneed or vacillating 
and have 
allowed crime to 
grow to unprecedented figures 
are likely to disregard the 
party label for which they 
have expressed a preference 
in past elections. The voters 
are going to express instead 
t h e i r 
resentment 
against 
officeholders who have failed 
to maintain order. 
Unemployment — which, of 
course, 
often 
can 
influence 
elections — happens at the 
moment to be at a very low 
figure. In times of depression, 
the administration which un­ 
willingly brings a downward 
trend in employment usually 
gets punished at the polls. 
There will, of course, be a 
resentment 
by 
housewives 


against the high cost of living. 
But 
emotional 
issues 
are 
s o m e t i m e s 
even 
more 
questions. While building up 
a large vote, the latter can 
be secondary 
as 
compared 
with 
the 
Vietnam 
war 
or 
safety in the streets. 
The latest Gallup Poll con­ 
firms a trend that has been 
growing for many years 
namely, 
that 
neither 
the 
Republican 
party 
nor 
the 
Democratic party has defined 
its prospective programs or 
offered 
the 
voters a 
clear 
enough picture of the policies 
which are to be pursued in 
the event of victory at the 
polls. 
The chances are that the 
“ resentment” vote, which re­ 
flects 
a 
protest 
for 
many 
reasons against the party in 
office, is going to decide this 
year’s election. Many of the 
voters will 
still 
insist 
that 
they 
are 
Republicans 
or 
Democrats, as the case may 
be. but that they are voting 
for or against the men who 
have been nominated for the 
presidency. The capability of 
the individual and the appeal 
of policies he unequivocally 
proposes to carry out will be 
the 
deciding 
factor, 
rather 
than whether he happens to 
be 
a 
Republican 
or 
a 
Democrat. 
This 
is 
really 
a 
trend 
toward a "balance of power” 
by the independent voters of 
America who disregard party 
preferences of the past. They 
favor

nominee

party not only has come out 
with a clear - cut platform 
but which has named a can­ 
didate whom the majority of 
voters in the country believe 
will be a courageous leader 
and will conscientiously end- 
, eavor to carry out the prin­ 
ciples of that platform. 


WASHINGTON — Now that

Speaker John McCormack,

promised 
liberals that the House Ways 
and 
Means 
Committee,

long last, will start hearings. 
Ways and Means Chairman 
Wilbur Mills, D - Ark., though 
generally opposed to closing 
the tax loopholes, has agreed 
not to oppose the hearings. 
However, here is the un­ 
publicized gimmick. After the 
tax reformers have presented 
their case. Congress will shut 
down without taking action. 
For 
Congressional 
leaders 
have 
no 
real 
intention 
of 
plugging the tax loopholes. 
If they are ever plugged, 
income taxes could be slashed 
instead of raised. 
Rep. James J. Howard, D- 
N. J., put it bluntly during 
the 
recent 
tax 
debate? 
“ Middle class America 
has 
carried this nation on its back 
for far too long. This House 
today should be talking about, 
thinking 
about, 
and 
acting 
upon a bill for fair taxes, not 
just more taxes.” 
Last year, for example, 20 
major oil companies rang up 
a 
net 
profit of 
almost 
$5 
billion while they paid net 
taxes averaging less than 9 
per cent. In past years, the 
average has been closer to 
4 per cent. 
The giant of the industry, 
Standard Oil of New Jersey, 
collected such fabulous profits 
in 1966 that it was able to 
show a net gain of over $1 
billion. This is more revenue 
than most nations collect. Yet 
the company paid only a 7.3 
per cent tax, a smaller per­ 
centage 
than 
the 
average 
scrub woman pays. 
From 
1962 
to 1967, 
the 
Atlantic 
Oil 
Corporation 
cleared over $340 million in 
profits, yet paid no taxes at 
all. 
Even more astounding, 
the Marathon Oil Company, 
despite a net profit of over 
$37 million in 1962, not only 
fialed to pay any taxes that 
year but actually received a 
$2 .2 million tax credit from 
the government. 
The special interests protect 
their tax privileges by han 
ding out big campaign con­ 
tributions. Not until the people

American Neg ro es, with an awakened inter­ 
est in their African heritag e, are redisco v ering 
cultures that histo ry has ig no red. 
While no thing co mparable to the g reat 
civ ilizatio ns o f ancient Eg y pt, Meso po tamia, 
Greece o r China ev er emerg ed in Africa, no t 
all o f that co ntinent lang uished in primitiv e 
sav ag ery befo re the co ming o f the white man. 
Mediev al empires like Ghana, Mali and 
So ng hay , with its famed city o f Timbucto o , 
ex ceeded tho se o f co ntempo rary Euro pe in size 


and riv aled them in administrativ e o rg aniza­ 
tio n. Euro pean and African king s ex chang ed 
diplo matic co urtesies. Hig h artistic skills were 
practiced by the peo ples o f Benin and Ife. 
Fro m the beg inning , slav ery fo llo wed the 
co ntact o f Africans with o ther peo ples—and 
with each o ther. At a time when much o f the 
i po pulatio n o f the ancient wo rld was slav es, 
' co lo r was no sig n either o f serv ility o r superi­ 
o rity . The enslav ement o f whites alo ng with 
blacks co ntinued into the Christian Era. 
The Mo slems do minated the African trade 
In the Middle Ag es, but in the 1 4 0 0 s, the 
Po rtug uese beg an transpo rting Neg ro es to the 
Iberian Peninsula. Descendants o f these slav es 
acco mpanied the Spaniards to the New Wo rld. 
Thirty o f them sto o d with Balbo a o n the 
sho res o f the Pacific; 3 0 0 o f them helped 
Co rtez co nquer Mex ico . The first “ white men” 
ev er seen by many Indians were Neg ro es. 


One o f them, Estev anico , disco v ered Arizo na 
and New Mex ico in 153 8. 
Three centuries 
later, the Neg ro -French ex plo rer Jean Baptiste 
Po inte du Sable was to fo und Chicag o . 
It was the peculiar dispo sitio n o f the Indians 
io die when enslav ed that was respo nsible fo r 
the g reatest mig ratio n o f human being s in 
histo ry . . 
In 1517 , fearful that the Indians wo uld so o n 
be killed o ff, the missio nary Bisho p Barth* 
o lo me de las Casas reco mmended that Neg ro es 
be impo rted fro m Africa, a so lutio n who se 
ev il he later realized. 
So successful was the ex periment—black 
men were fo und to make equally as g o o d 
slav es as white men histo rically had—that the 
red man, no lo ng er needed, was wiDed o ut all 
the mo re quickly .

National Elections Not 
Decided by ‘Regulars’ 


Fortas for Chief Justice 
President Johnson’s nomination of Justice Aile 
Fortas to be Chief Justice of the United States is sure 
to create one of the greatest controversies in the his­ 
tory of the court. 
The argument will lie two-pi-onged. First, despite 
the fact that he has l>een on the higli liench for nearly 
three years, Fortas still is regarded as the personal 
confident of the President. Also, his reputation in the 
Jaw was made as a government counsel and. since en­ 
tering private practice, as a counsel to those doing 
business with the government. 
'Hip discussion also will tie political. Conservatives 
of both major parties objected as soon as Chief Jus­ 
tice Earl Wai-rens’ resignation was announced and 
before his successor was made known. The objection 
was raised that Warren was bowing out at this time 
to prevent a successor, possibly Republican Richard 
M. Nixon, from appointing a new Chief Justice. 
As Gov. Ronald Reagan of California (Kit it. “War­ 
ren had no right to choose which President he thinks 
should dominate tile Supreme Court for the next 20 
years.” He was referring to the report that Warren 
resigned at this particular time mainly so that John­ 
son could name his successor. 
By naming Fortas, Johnson confirmed the worst 
fears of the conservatives, for Fortas preserve* the lib­ 
eral tinge of the high court as established under War­ 
ren. 
Coming so late in the 90th Congress, and with 
the national jxylitical conventions weeks away, the 
S«fiate may find it inconvenient to move to confirm 
now. They may wait liefore taking such a serious 
step a s to p a s s on tile head of the judicial system.

W liolcsomc Meat Aet 


The wholesome meat aet, passed last December by 
Congi'ess, was designed to upgrade to Federal stan­ 
dards meat proeesed for interstate distribution. These 
meats a<xx)itnted for 15 per rent of all the meat slaugh­ 
t e r ! and 25 i>er vent of the processed meat in the 
country. 
The first comprehensive refx>rt on the act of offi­ 
cials of the Department of Agriculture indicates that 
tile law’ was very much needed 
Forty to fifty plants throughout the country have 
dosed. Four were closed under the emergency sec­ 
tion permitting shutdowns if a plant was found to be 
endangering the public health. Two closed voluntarily 
alter they were told to clean up or close down. They 
elected to close because they did not meet federal 
standards for cleanliness and the production of whole­ 
some meat without large exjienditures of money. 
The law is designed to bring under Federal stan­ 
daixis 15,1)00 plants that have been subject only to 
state and local laws. 
Matching federal grants are 
authorized to set up inspection systems for interstate 
plants equal to federal standards. No state has indi­ 
cated it will accept federal regulation. Rather, the 
states are revising laws and regulations of their own 
as a means of gaining federal approval—and grants. 
lf a state fails to act. the Federal Government will 
step in and impose federal inspection. 
This is one of the more mxded laws of recent years. 
Rep. Neal Smith. Iowa Democrat, said meat proces­ 
s o r in some states had adulterated luncheon meats, 
hamburger and sausage with up to 35 per tent water, 
flour, chopped hides and inferior material, defraud­ 
ing consumers of millions of dollar. Fanners last 
m arkets for tons of meat. 
As federal standajds are introduced, these dan­ 
gerous practices should cease and all meat sold con­ 
su m e r should meet the standards of cleanliness and 
wwholesomeness.

American Negroes, with an awakened inter­ 
est in their African heritage, are rediscovering 
cultures that history has ignored. 
While nothing comparable to the great 
civilizations of ancient Egypt, Mesopotamia, 
Greece or China ever emerged in Africa, not 
all of that continent languished in primitive 
savagery before the coming of the white man. 
Medieval empires like Ghana, Mali and 
Songhay, with its famed city of Timbuctoo, 
exceeded those of contemporary Europe in size 


\ and rivaled them in administrative organize- 
i tion. European and African kings exchanged 
diplomatic courtesies. High artistic skills were 
practiced by the peoples of Benin and Ife. 
J 
From the beginning, slavery followed the 
I contact of Africans with other peoples—and 
with each other. At a time when much of the 
population of the ancient world was slaves, 
> color was no sign either of servility or superi­ 
ority. The enslavement of whites along with 
blacks continued into the Christian Era. 
The Moslems dominated the African trade 
in the Middle Ages, but in the 1400s, the 
Portuguese began transporting Negroes to the 
Iberian Peninsula. Descendants of these slaves 
accompanied the Spaniards to the New World. 
Thirty of them stood with Balboa on the 
shores of the Pacific; 300 of them helped 
Cortez conquer Mexico. The first “white men*' 
ever seen by many Indians were Negroes. 


One of them, Estevanico, discovered Arizona 
and New Mexico in 1538. Three centuries 
later, the Negro-French explorer Jean Baptiste 
Pointe du Sable was to found Chicago. 
It was the peculiar disposition of the Indians 
to die when enslaved that was responsible for 
the greatest migration of human beings in 
history. . 
In 1517, fearful that the Indians would soon 
be killed off, the missionary Bishop Barth- 
olome de las Casas recommended that Negroes 
be imported from Africa, a solution whose 
evil he later realized, 
So successful was the experiment—black 
men were found to make equally as good 
slaves as white men historically had—that the 
red man, no longer needed, was wiDed out all 
the more quickly.

French Wasp May Save 
Dutch Elms from Death 
By EARL ARONSON

A tiny wasp that buzres with 
a French accent is being used 
as a weapon to help combat 
the dread Dutch elm disease 
ravaging the 
beautiful 
shade 
tress. 
The 
University 
of 
North 
Carolina reports that the wasp 
attacks and destroys the beetles 
that spread the fungus causing 
Dutch elm disease. 
The beetles carry the spores 
of Dutch elm disease and infect 
the trees while feeding on twigs 
and small branchs. Chemicals 
help control the beetles but they 
do not reach all danger spots 
on the trees. But the female 
wasps thrust their egg - laying 
organs 
through 
the 
bark 
to 
deposit an egg beside the beetle 
larvae. 
The wasp larva hatched kills 
the immature beetles. 
Thousands 
of 
tiny 
wasps 
have 
been 
imported 
from' 
France by the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture, which Is rearing 
them for release to states. 
Specialist Fred Whitefield of 
the University of North Carolina 
says that while use of wasps 
is one way to chek the disease,! 
‘ destroying breeding places is 
the 
fastest 
and 
cheapest’’) 
method of control. 
Burn or bury dead or dying 
elm wood before beetles appear 
in the spring. 
Applying dormant 
spray is 


another way to fight Dutch elm 
disease. DDT should be applied 
in the fall after the leaves drop. 
A windless day during a dry 
spell 
is 
good 
for 
spraying. 
Spring spraying should be done 
before buds open. 
Dutch elm disease has spread 
as far west as Iowa. Minnesota 
and the Dakotas. One Illinois 
community, which suffered elm 
losses up to 28 per cent each 
year, 
developed 
a 
control 
program that reduced losses ;o 
2 per cent. 
A principal feature of com­ 
munity 
control 
program s 
is 
designation 
of 
an 
area 
for 
public 
and 
private 
use 
to 
dispose of wood infected by the 
beetles. Infested wood dumped 
in lots and elsewhere permits 
the insects to inoculate healthy 
trees the next year. 
Tree owners should make an 
inspection tour in November.

crook curvature of twigs are 
signs of Dutch elm disease 
Other signs of infestation are

Early Hurley Opens Doors 


Historic Hurley, observing its 
307th year, will open wide the 
doors of 13 old stone houses 
July 13. 
The annual stone house tours 
will be open to the public from 
ll a.m. to 5 p.m. on that day, 
starting from the Hurley Re­ 
formed Church. There will be 
a country fair and cafeteria on 
the church 
grounds. 
Printed 
tour guides and shuttle buses 
will be provided. 
Rich in history and legend. 
Hurley is notable for its large 
concentration 
of 
early 
stone 
houses which have been lived 
in continuously since the 17th 
century. Many of the houses are 
occupied today by descendants 
of the families who built them. 
Residents proudly point to the 
fact 
that 
Hurley 
is 
not 
a 
restoration but rather a unique 
living preservation. The village 
which once served as the state 
capital during the Revolution 
has been designated a National 
Historic Site by 
the United 
States Department of the In­ 
terior. 
Settled in 1661 by IS Dutch 
and Huguenot families, the first 


slab house village of Hurley was 
completely 
destroyed 
by 
the 
Indians in the second spring. 
Women 
and 
children 
were 
dragged off to captivity but 
were returned to their families 
in the fall of 1663. 
Learning from the bitter ex­ 
perience, 
the 
early 
settlers 
rebuilt their village of native 
limestone which has endured 
through the ensuing years. 
The 
modest 
one - room 
originals became the core of the 
larger stone dwellings expanded 
as 
the 
family 
grew 
and 
prospered in the lush valley. 
The village first known as 
Nieuw Dorp was rechristened 
Hurley when the British took 
over the colony. The stubborn 
Dutch 
resisted 
the 
change, 
clinging to their native tongue 
and traditions well into the 19th 
century. 
Revolution Action 
The Revolutionary War af­ 
forded the village some of its 
brightest moments in history. 
Nearly every Hurley family had 
a man in the army during those 
days and a British spy was 
caught and hanged from an 
apple tree in the center of town. 


One of the houses to be open 
July 13 served as courtroom for 
his trial. 
George Washington may not 
have slept in Hurley but it is 
duly 
recorded 
he 
was 
well 
received there in 1782. 
When Kingston was burned by 
the British in October. 1777, 
Hurley served as a haven for 
the fleeing city folk who came 
with all the belongings they 
could salvage from the torch. 
The government too was forced 
to flee 
and 
Hurley's Senate 
House with its secret room will 
be one of the houses on th* 
tour. 
Sojourner'* Birthplace 
The home of Sojourner Truth* 
where she was born in slavery, 
is another highlight of the tour. 
The original grant for the land 
on which the house was built 
was conferred by King George 
II in 1750. 
Superstitions common to other 
early colonial settlements were 
evidenced in Hurley too. 
The 
Polly 
Crispen 
Cottage 
another of the homes on the 
tour, has a “ witch trap" in the 
chimney. The "cottage" was 
once a blacksmith's shop and 


evidently the precaution was to 
save the smithy from super­ 
natural harassment. 
In more recent years Hurley 
attracted artist, Winslow Homer 
who spent the summer there in 
1878. It is rumored he became 
fond of a young schoolmistress 
from the village during his st iv.

Paris Exposition, he exhibited 
the Country School, showing a 
one room school such as Hurl y
